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Patriot Coal seeks to cut retirees’ benefits

Company says move will save 4,000 jobs 


ST. LOUIS - Patriot Coal Corp. 
has asked the U.S. Bankrupt¬ 
cy Court to modify collective 
bargaining agreements with 
the United Mine Workers of 
America, allowing the compa¬ 
ny to cut health care coverage 


for retired miners. 

St. Louis-based Patriot also 
sought to change wages, ben¬ 
efits and work rules for exist¬ 
ing workers in an effort to make 
the company more competitive, 
saying in a filing Thursday that 


the actions are necessary to save 
more than 4,000 current jobs. 

Patriot operates the Highland 
and Dodge Hill mines in Union 
County; closed two mines last 
year in Henderson County; and 
is responsible for the retiree 


benefits of thousands of former 
Peabody Coal co. retirees from 
the area. 

Patriot filed for bankruptcy 
in July, citing exceptionally 
weak coal markets, increasing 
costs and “unsustainable legacy 


liabilities.” The company said 
that since the filing, coal markets 
have only gotten worse. 

“Without the cost relief we are 
seeking, all of these jobs will be 
lost and it will no longer be pos¬ 
sible to provide health care for 
more than 23,000 employees,

The parade will fol¬ 
low the same route as the 
Christmas parade, Butler 
said. 

Nonprofit agencies are 
encouraged to participate 
by entering a float. 

“There will be a $1,000 
prize awarded to the best 
float,” he said. There is a 
$25 entry fee for floats. 

Area bands are encour¬ 
aged to participate, as well, 
Butler said, adding that the 
band voted as the best in 
the parade will win a $500 
prize.

As the nation’s economy 
continues trying to find its 
feet, the need for employ¬ 
ee training remains im¬ 
portant even as business, 
nonprofit and industries’ 
training budgets might 
still be lean. 

The newly resurrect¬ 
ed Northwest Kentucky 
Training Consortium is 
trying to fill the gap. The 
nonprofit organization of¬ 
fers discount-priced class¬ 
es — most cost $75 or less 
per person — by bringing 
multiple employers to¬ 
gether and 
securing 
state grants. 

A de¬ 
scendant 
of the for¬ 
mer feder¬ 
ally funded 
Tri-county 
Training 
Consor¬ 
tium, the 
NKTC launched its first 
season of classes last fall 
and is expanding its sched¬ 
ule this year. 

Class topics are being 
driven by employers’ re¬ 
quests, including from a 
board of directors com¬ 
prised largely of represen¬ 
tatives of area industries, 
according to Executive 
Director Ellen Redding. 

Topics so far have in¬ 
cluded safety, leadership, 
team-building, soft skills, 
social media, technical 
services and computers. 

Industries often need 
classes for employees 
who have been promoted 
into supervisory positions 
but have no experience in 
management, while exist¬ 
ing managers could benefit 
from employment law and 
interviewing techniques 
classes. 

The consortium is also 
preparing to offer 10-hour

MURRAY, Ky.— The Murray 
State Board of Regents 
has voted not to extend 
the contract of President 
Randy Dunn and begin a 
search for a new president 
of the southwestern Ken¬ 
tucky school. 

The 7-4 vote came Fri¬ 
day afternoon and will 
bring Dunn’s tenure to an 
end June 30,2014.

Dunn as its 11th president 
in May of 2006 and he 
took over the job on Dec. 
1, 2006. Before arriving 
at Murray State, Dunn 
served as the State Super¬ 
intendent of Education for 
the Illinois State Board of 
Education. 

In 2012, Dunn inter¬ 
viewed for the presidency 
of Missouri State Univer¬ 
sity and interviewed to 
become the next Florida 
Commissioner of Educa¬ 
tion.

2 adults, 1 child dead in house fire

MONTICELLO, Ky. - State of¬ 
ficials are investigating a 
house fire in south central 
Kentucky that killed two 
adults and a 3-year-old 
boy. 

An arson investigator 
with Kentucky State Police 
believes the fire Thursday 
night in southern Wayne 
County started in a bath¬ 
room in the rear of the 
house. 

The cause of the fire has 
not been determined, but 
investigators don’t suspect 
foul play. 

The fire killed 53-year- 
old Douglas Walker at the 
scene, said Wayne County 


Coroner Forest Hicks. Two 
other victims, 60-year- 
old Melvina Walker and 
3-year-old Jaimie Elliott, 
were taken to Wayne 
County Hospital, where 
they were pronounced 
dead. 

State Police Trooper 
Don Trosper said a fourth 
person, 19-year-old Sa¬ 
mantha Gregory, escaped 
from the home and was 
taken to the hospital with 
non-life threatening inju¬ 
ries. 

Trosper said she is out 
of the hospital. 

Trosper said police have 
not confirmed the relation¬ 
ship between the boy and 
the two adults.

Contractor charged with

A Henderson contrac¬ 
tor has been charged with 
receiving stolen property 
in connection with items 
stolen from several stores. 

David Golday, 53, 1600 
block of Sterling Creek 
Drive, was arrested Thurs¬ 
day and charged with four 
felony counts of receiving 
stolen property under 
$10,000 and two counts of 
receiving stolen property 
under $500. 

Detective Shannon 
Troutman with Henderson 
Police Department said 
he’d been investigating the 
case for about two weeks, 
but the alleged thefts 
stretched back longer. 

“This has been an in¬ 
vestigation into property 
that has been stolen over 
the past four years,” said 
Troutman. 

Police recovered in 
excess of 100 items from 
Golday’s home. The items 
ranged from ink pens and 
ear buds to machinery, 
electrical equipment and 
plumbing equipment, along 


with many other things. 

Troutman said he could 
not say if Golday was using 
his profession to commit 
theft. The charges against 
Golday stem from prop¬ 
erty stolen from Lowe’s, 
Office Depot, Kmart, Ru¬ 
ral King and possibly other 
locations. 

As part of the investiga¬ 
tion, Golday was brought 
into the police department 
for an interview Thursday 
night. Information gleaned 
from the interview led to 
Golday’s arrest, the detec¬ 
tive said. 

He was taken to the 
Henderson County De¬ 
tention Center and then 
released on his own recog¬ 
nizance Thursday night, 
Troutman said. No bond 
was set. 

It’s possible more charg¬ 
es will be filed, Troutman 
said. The detective said he 
is investigating the possi¬ 
bilities that Golday was 
working with other people 
and that he was selling the 
items.

Evansville will soon need new area code

Evansville Mayor Lloyd Win- 
necke is encouraging area resi¬ 
dents to express their preferenc¬ 
es at hearing Tuesday evening 
concerning possible changes for 
phone listings when the current 
“812” area code region runs out 
of available numbers for new 
service. Hosted by the Indiana 
Utility Regulatory Commission, 
the hearing is scheduled for 6 
p.m. Tuesday at Washington 


Middle School, 1801 Washington 
Ave. in Evansville. 

The North American Num¬ 
bering Plan Administrator pre¬ 
dicts the 812 area code will run 
out of available phone numbers 
by March 2015, according to the 
IURC. The area code serves 38 
counties in Southern and Cen¬ 
tral Indiana. 

The shortage is caused by 
population growth, economic 
growth and the demand for new 
services, including cellphones. 


“Although steps have been 
taken to delay the area code’s ex¬ 
haust date, there comes a point 
in time when relief is necessary,” 
according to information on the 
IURC website. 

The IURC is being asked to 
consider two options: A geo¬ 
graphic split would result in the 
existing area being divided into 
two or more area codes, while 
an overlay option allows for a 
new area code to be assigned 
to new users within to the same 


geographic area. 

A second area code is com¬ 
ing to western Kentucky in 2014 
that will require 10-digit dial¬ 
ing — using the area code plus 
the phone number — for local as 
well as long distance calls. 

The 364 area code will be su¬ 
perimposed onto the region’s 
existing 270 area code, mean¬ 
ing two area codes will coexist 
in western Kentucky. 

Current landline and cell¬ 
phone customers will keep their 


current area code and phone 
numbers; the new 364 area code 
will be given to future phone 
customers, starting in 2014. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission has broad jurisdic¬ 
tion over telephone number is¬ 
sues, but it delegates authority 
to the states on how to introduce 
new area codes, IURC officials 
say.

AT&T says 4G LTE service 
is officially in Henderson

Although it’s been un¬ 
officially available here 
for a few months, AT&T 
Wireless says it officially 
has launched high-speed 
4G LTE wireless access to 
the Henderson-Evansville 
area. 

The new service means 
that consumers with 
AT&T’s 4G LTE-compati- 
ble smartphones and tablet 
computers can download 
data several times faster 
than with the older 3G ser¬ 
vice. That means access¬ 
ing websites or download¬ 
ing files such as photos or 
software updates much 
faster. 

4G LTE stands for 
“fourth generation” and 
“long-term evolution” 
technology. 

Verizon Wireless was 
first to this market with 
4G LTE. It introduced the 
service in December 2011 
in Evansville and January 
2012 in Henderson. 

AT&T’s 4G service 
was quietly activated in 
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The wireless antenna atop 
this 155-foot-high American 
Tower Corp. mast behind 
Big Lots on Outer Second 
Street is among the sites 
from which AT&T Wireless is 
providing high-speed 4G LTE 
service to smartphones and 
tablets. 

Henderson late last fall, 
though the company 
didn’t formally announce 
its availability until a week 
ago. 

The two rivals have 
been engaged in a lengthy 
marketing war over which 
offers the fastest or most 
widespread service. 


Verizon says it provides 
4G LTE service in 480 cit¬ 
ies across the country, 
while AT&T says it offers 
the service in 153 markets. 

However, AT&T claims 
its 4G LTE speeds, where 
available, are faster. 

It points to a PC World 
magazine article in April 
2012 that found that in a 
test involving four wire¬ 
less providers in a dozen 
or major cities across the 
country, AT&T provided 
the fastest 4G download 
speeds at 9.12 megabits per 
second, outdoing Verizon’s 
7.35 mbps. 

Such speeds approach 
the basic cable modem 
speeds available to home 
broadband users and, in 
PC World’s words, are 
“top-of-the-line.” 

Both AT&T and Ve¬ 
rizon’s speeds beat those 
available from T-Mobile 
and Sprint. 

AT&T also claims that 
in areas where it doesn’t 
yet offer 4G LTE service, it 
offers a technology called 
4G HSPA+ that it says is 
faster than competitors’ 
3G service. 


Whistleblowing miner not punished

LEXINGTON - A coal miner 
from eastern Kentucky 
who provided informa¬ 
tion on safety violations 
that led to federal crimi¬ 
nal convictions will not be 
punished after a state pan¬ 
el decided not to impose a 
penalty for committing a 
legal violation. 

The Kentucky Office of 
Mine Safety and Licens¬ 
ing on Thursday ruled 
that 41-year-old Mackie 
Bailey took part in using a 
machine exposed to poten¬ 
tial roof falls. But, because 


he later reported the vio¬ 
lation, his miner certifica¬ 
tion should not be affected. 

Bailey worked at the 
Manalapan Mining Co.’s 
P-1 mine near Pathfork, in 
Harlan County, in the first 
half of 2011. 

Bailey operated a ma¬ 
chine that installed bolts 
in the mine roof to keep it 
from falling. As employ¬ 
ees advanced the mine 
into the mountain in June 
2011, they hit a spot where 
the roof rose so high that 
the temporary support 
bar wouldn’t reach it, ac¬ 
cording to Bailey and 


court records. That left 
miners using the machine 
exposed to unsupported 
sections of rock, which can 
lead to roof falls. 

Bailey said he told su¬ 
pervisors about the prob¬ 
lem but was told to keep 
working. One supervisor 
threatened to fire him in 
late June 2011 when he re¬ 
fused to bolt a section of 
the mine, Bailey said. The 
next day, David Partin, 49, 
of Pineville, was killed 
when a section of rock col¬ 
lapsed on him at the mine, 
according to a federal in¬ 
vestigation.

Contrary to what you see and read about violent crime 
in the USA, statistics show it has dramatically decreased 
since the 1970s. Images of horrific shootings play a huge 
part of the perception of our country gone gun-crazy, 
but in actuality, we’re a safer society. 

Sure many of the popular TV programs and movies 
depict murders and all sorts of horrific acts, but the truth 
is 99.999 percent of us have never seen or will never see 
a murder. So if violent crimes are decreasing, why does 
it feel like they’re increasing? 

Fort Hood shooting: 12 murdered, 31 injured. Aurora 
cinema shooting: 12 murdered, 58 injured. Sandy Hook 
shooting: 27 murdered. What do these mass killings have 
in common, other than all three murderers used a gun? 
The Fort Hood Army doctor’s motives were not driven 
by mental illness, so being crazy is not the connection. 
These three mass killings exceeded a threshold that 
most can’t handle. 

More than 60 children were shot dead in the streets of 
Chicago last year, but since they were spread out in the 
calendar year, we somehow consider it tolerable. Rather 
than holding people responsible for their actions and 
seeking justice for those affected, guns have taken the 
blame of late. If you’re not convinced of this premise, just 
take a look at a killer that exceeds gun deaths. 

Statistics show there are 25 alcohol-related deaths 
every day on our roads. But just as we do with guns, 
since the deaths are spread out among the states, we 
dilute the number as we turn a blind eye. If there was a 
drunken driving crash every day that claimed 37 lives, 
like the 1988 Carrollton bus crash, do you think lawmak¬ 
ers would ban or limit the consumption of Budweiser, 
Jack Daniels, Makers Mark, etc.? 

The most glaring double standard of how guns and 
alcohol are viewed happened during a two-week period 
at the end of last year. 

Bob Costas, a respected NBC Sports analyst, told his 
audience if the distraught NFL player not had a gun, 
he and his girlfriend would still be alive. A week later, 
another NFL player, driving while drunk, wrecked his 
car and killed the passenger. 

Did Bob Costas go on national TV the next week and 
say, “If the player didn’t drink alcohol, his friend and 
teammate would still be alive”? Of course not. Alcohol 
advertising in the NFL is big money.

U.S. to increase missile defense

WASHINGTON - The Pen¬ 
tagon announced Friday 
that it will spend $1 billion 
to add 14 interceptors to a 
West Coast-based missile 
defense system, respond¬ 
ing to what it called fast- 
er-than-anticipated North 
Korean progress on nucle¬ 
ar weapons and missiles. 

In announcing the de¬ 
cision, Defense Secretary 
Chuck Hagel said he is 
determined to ensure pro¬ 
tection of the U.S. home¬ 
land and stay ahead of 
the North Korean missile 
threat. He acknowledged 
that the interceptors al¬ 
ready in place to defend 

North 
Dakota 
abortion 
ban close

BISMARCK, N.D.- North Da¬ 
kota on Friday moved one 
step closer to adopting what 
would be the most restric¬ 
tive abortion laws in the 
country, with lawmakers 
sending the Republican gov¬ 
ernor measures that could 
set the state up for a costly 
legal battle over the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court decision that 
legalized the procedure. 

The North Dakota Sen¬ 
ate approved two anti¬ 
abortion bills Friday, one 
banning abortions as 
early as six weeks into a 
pregnancy and another 
prohibiting the procedure 
because of genetic defects 
such as Down syndrome. 
If the governor signs the 
measures, North Dakota 
would be the only state in 


against potential North 
Korean missile launches 
have had poor test perfor¬ 
mances. 

“We will strengthen our 
homeland defense, main¬ 
tain our commitment to 
our allies and partners, 
and make clear to the 
world that the United 
States stands firm against 
aggression,” Hagel told a 
Pentagon news conference. 

The Pentagon intends to 
add the 14 interceptors to 
26 already in place at Fort 
Greely, Alaska. That will 
expand the system’s ability 
to shoot down long-range 
missiles in flight before 
they could reach U.S. ter¬ 
ritory. In addition to those 
at Greely, the U.S. also has

Supporters said their 
goal is to challenge the Su¬ 
preme Court’s 1973 Roe v. 
Wade ruling that legalized 
abortion up until a fetus is 
considered viable, usually 
at 22 to 24 weeks, though 
anti-abortion activists 
elsewhere have expressed 
concern about the strategy.

Opponents, who have 
promised legal challenges 
if they become law, urged 
Dalrymple to veto the bills.

MARYLAND 

Death penalty 
repeal vote passed 

ANNAPOLIS - Maryland 
lawmakers approved a 
measure abolishing the 
death penalty Friday and 
sent the bill to Gov. Mar¬ 
tin O’Malley, who has long 
supported banning capital 
punishment. 

The House of Delegates 
voted 82-56 for legislation 
already approved by the 
Senate. Eighty Democrats 
and two Republicans voted 
for the bill, which needed 
71 to pass. Eighteen Dem¬ 
ocrats joined 38 Republi¬ 
cans to vote against it. 

The vote represented a 
major win for the Demo¬ 
cratic governor, who has 
pushed for the death pen¬ 
alty’s repeal for five years. 
He also is widely believed 
to be weighing a presiden¬ 
tial bid in 2016.

DETROIT - What role 
Detroit’s elected leaders 
will play in the city’s fis¬ 
cal crisis is now up to a 
Washington, D.C., lawyer 
appointed by the governor 
to turn things around. 

Detroit’s emergency 
manager, Kevyn Orr, said 
he wants to work with the 
City Council and the may¬ 
or, though many in Detroit 
see the state takeover as 
stripping away the voice 
of the people to have their 
elected leaders lead.

Man who set fire 
to sub is sentenced 

PORTLAND - A shipyard 
worker who set fire to rags 
aboard a nuclear subma¬ 
rine because he wanted to 
go home was sentenced to a 
little more than 17 years in 
federal prison Friday for the 
blaze that transformed the 
vessel into a fiery furnace, 
injured seven people and 
caused about $450 million 
in damage. 

Casey James Fury also 
was ordered to pay $400 
million in restitution by a 
judge who weighed his lack 
of criminal record and the 
severity of the fire before im¬ 
posing a 205-month prison 
sentence. 

The 25-year-old Fury, for¬ 
merly of Portsmouth, N.H., 
pleaded guilty to setting the 
May 23 fire while the USS 
Miami was undergoing a 
dry dock overhaul.

Donor in rabies case 
was Air Force recruit 

WASHINGTON- The Defense 
Department says a man 
whose organs were donated 
to four people before it was 
learned he had rabies was in 
the Air Force. 

Spokeswoman Cynthia 
O. Smith identified the do¬ 
nor as a 20-year-old North 
Carolina man who had been 
in the Air Force for about 17 
weeks before he died in 2011. 
He was training to become 
an aviation mechanic in 
Pensacola, Fla., when he be¬ 
came sick. 

A Maryland patient who 
received one of the man’s 
kidneys later died of rabies. 
Authorities are treating 
three other people who got 
organs from the donor. 

Officials say they’re try¬ 
ing to identify people who 
were in close contact with 
the donor or the recipients.

U.N. says drones 
violate sovereignty 

ISLAMABAD - The head of 
a U.N. team investigat¬ 
ing casualties from U.S. 
drone strikes in Pakistan 
declared after a secret re¬ 
search trip to the country 
that the attacks violate 
Pakistan’s sovereignty. 

Ben Emmerson, the 
U.N. special rapporteur 
on human rights and coun¬ 
terterrorism, said the Paki¬ 
stani government made 
clear to him that it does 
not consent to the strikes 
— a position that has been 
disputed by U.S. officials. 

President Barack 
Obama has stepped up 
covert CIA drone strikes 
targeting al-Qaida and 
Taliban militants in Paki¬ 
stan’s tribal region along 
the Afghan border since 
he took office in 2009. 

The strikes have caused 
growing controversy be¬ 
cause of the secrecy sur¬ 
rounding them and claims 
that they have caused sig¬ 
nificant civilian casualties. 

BRAZIL 

New oil revenue law 
goes into effect 

SAOPAULO- A new oil law 
that gives a greater share 
of royalty revenues from 
Brazil’s vast oil fields to 
nonproducing states went 
into effect Friday, and 
producing states filed ap¬ 
peals against it with the 
Supreme Court. 

The law was published 
in the official gazette after 
President Dilma Rousseff 
signed it Thursday. 

The new law shares oil 
royalties, from existing 
and future drilling and 
production concessions, 
more evenly among all of 
Brazil’s 27 states instead of 
favoring top oil producers 
such as Rio de Janeiro, Es- 
pfrito Santo and Sao Paulo 
states. 

Officials in Rio de 


Janeiro, the largest pro¬ 
ducing state, have said the 
law will deprive Rio of 
$1.7 billion in 2013 alone, 
endangering preparations 
for the 2014 World Cup and 
the 2016 Olympics. 

LIBYA 


Christians allege 
they were tortured 

Dozens of Coptic Chris¬ 
tians were tortured inside 
a detention center run by a 
powerful militia in eastern 
Libya, two of the recently 
released detainees told 
The Associated Press on 
Friday amid a wave of as¬ 
saults targeting Christians 
in Benghazi and the latest 
instance of alleged abuse 
by Libyan security forces. 

The two, among an 
estimated 50 Egyptian 
Christians who have been 
detained in Libya on suspi¬ 
cion of proselytizing, told 
of being rounded up in a 
market by gunmen who 
checked their right wrists 
for tattoos of crosses. 

“They first checked our 
wrists searching for the 
crosses and if they found 
them, we (had to) get into 
their cars,” said Amgad 
Zaki, 26. 

Zaki said a group of men 

— some in uniform and 
some in civilian clothes 

— rounded up Egyptians 
selling clothes in a market 
called el-Jareed in Beng¬ 
hazi on Feb. 26. He and 
other Christians climbed 
into SU Vs that he said car¬ 
ried the sign of Libya Shield 
One, one of the most pow¬ 
erful militias in Benghazi, 
which is under the com¬ 
mand of Islamist and ex¬ 
rebel Wassam Bin Hemad. 

“They shaved our heads. 
They threatened to sever 
our heads in implemen¬ 
tation of Islamic Shariah 
(law) while showing us 
swords,” said Zaki, who 
was interviewed after 
returning to Egypt this 
month.

BAGHDAD - Protesters 
clashed Friday with Iraqi 
police trying to prevent 
them from reaching the 
most venerated Sunni 
mosque in Baghdad, as 
members of their sect once 
again massed for anti-gov¬ 
ernment rallies in several 
Iraqi cities. 

Iraqi security forces 
had prevented worship¬ 
pers from holding Friday 
prayers at the Abu Hanifa 
mosque last week as well, 
a development that reflects 
heightened sectarian ten¬ 
sions nearly a decade after 
the U.S. invasion of Iraq. 
The security forces wor¬ 
ried that Friday prayers 
at this mosque might turn 
into a massive anti-gov¬ 
ernment demonstration. 

Police officials said an¬ 
ti-riot police used batons 
and water hoses to prevent 
worshippers from cross¬ 
ing a bridge leading to the 
mosque, which is located 


in the primarily Sunni 
neighborhood of Azami- 
yah. 

The officials said five 
worshippers sustained 
bruises and minor in¬ 
juries in the skirmishes 
at the bridge, about 1.24 
miles from Abu Hanifa. 
They spoke on condition 
of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to talk 
to news media. 

Abdul-Rahman al- 
Azzawi was among a 
group of people who tried 
to cross the 14th of Rama¬ 
dan bridge when they were 
met by security forces. 

“We were showered 
with water, and the po¬ 
licemen started to beat us. 
I do not know the reason 
behind this savage attack. 
We were only going to a 
mosque, not to al-Maliki’s 
office in the Green Zone,” 
he said, referring to Iraqi 
Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki’s office in the 
heavily secured quarter in 
the center of Baghdad no¬ 
where close to the mosque. 


The clashes did not 
reach the Abu Hanifa 
mosque itself. The area 
around the holy site was 
calm, and hundreds of 
people, including Sunni 
parliament Speaker Osa¬ 
ma al-Nujaifi, attended the 
Friday prayers there. 

During the Friday ser¬ 
mon in the mosque, Sunni 
cleric Ahmed Haasan al- 
Taha criticized the restric¬ 
tion of movement imposed 
on worshippers. 

“Several days ago, the 
authorities promised us 
that they would provide 
the people free access 
to Abu Hanifa, but once 
again the government of¬ 
ficials failed to live to their 
promises,” al-Taha said. 

In the western province 
of Anbar, the heart of the 
protest movement that be¬ 
gan in December, masked 
men arrived at the site of 
demonstrations in Fallu¬ 
jah, raising the flag used by 
predominantly Sunni reb¬ 
els in neighboring Syria. 


Rebel 
chief aims 
for glory 
in Syria

BEIRUT - The chief of Syr¬ 
ia’s main, Western-backed 
rebel group marked the 
second anniversary of 
the start of the uprising 
against President Bashar 
Assad on Friday by pledg¬ 
ing to fight until the “crim¬ 
inal” regime is gone. 

Gen. Salim Idris, the 
head of the Supreme Mili¬ 
tary Council, called on 
Syrian soldiers to join the 
rebels in a “fight for free¬ 
dom and democracy,” and 
said: “Dear friends, the 
Free Syrian Army (fight¬ 
ers) will not give up.” 

In Damascus, authori¬ 
ties beefed up security 
measures as rebel groups 
called for stepped-up at¬ 
tacks on government 
troops and state institu¬ 
tions on the anniversary. 

The revolt against 
Assad’s authoritarian rule 
began in March 2011, with 
protests in the southern 
city of Daraa, after troops 
arrested teenagers who 
scrawled anti-regime graf¬ 
fiti on a wall. It has since 
morphed into a civil war 
that has killed an estimat¬ 
ed 70,000 people, accord¬ 
ing to the U.N. 

“We want (a) Syria 
where every Syrian can 
live in peace and liberty. 
This is our dream. This 
is what we are fighting 
for,” Idris said in a video 
address from the military 
council’s media office. 

He spoke in an undis¬ 
closed location in northern 
Syria that is under rebel 
control. “I know our battle 
is not so easy. We have to 
fight against planes, tanks 
and huge missiles,” Idris 
said.

JPMorgan’s Dimon accused of withholding data

WASHINGTON - JPMorgan Chase 
CEO Jamie Dimon held back 
showing federal regulators re¬ 
ports in May that revealed the 
bank had accumulated billions of 
dollars in trading losses, accord¬ 
ing to congressional testimony 
Friday from the firm’s former 
chief financial officer. 

Douglas Braunstein, now a 
vice chairman at the bank, told 
the Senate Permanent Subcom¬ 
mittee on Investigations that 
Dimon did not submit the daily 
reports for two weeks because 


he was concerned about “confi¬ 
dentiality.” 

Dimon ultimately acknowl¬ 
edged later that month that the 
firm had lost $2 billion on risky 
trades out of its London office. 
The losses have since been re¬ 
vised to more than $6 billion. 

The Senate hearing was held 
a day after the subcommittee 
issued a scathing report that 
ascribed widespread blame for 
losses to key executives at the 
firm. The report said that the ex¬ 
ecutives ignored growing risks 
and hid losses from investors 
and federal regulators. 

After reading the report and 


hearing executives testify that 
they didn’t know who was re¬ 
sponsible for informing regu¬ 
lators, members of the panel 
questioned whether the nation’s 
biggest bank had become too 
large to manage. 

The “culture at JPMorgan ... 
piled on risk, hid losses, disre¬ 
garded risk limits, manipulated 
risk models, dodged oversight 
and misinformed the public,” 
Sen. Carl Levin, D-Mich., sub¬ 
committee’s chairman, said Fri¬ 
day. 

On Thursday, JPMorgan ac¬ 
knowledged it made mistakes 
but rejected any assertions that 


it concealed losses or risks. A 
spokesman declined to comment 
directly on the accusation that 
Dimon knew of the trading loss 
in April. 

Dimon was not a witness at 
Friday’s hearing. 

In April, news reports said a 
trader in JPMorgan’s London of¬ 
fice known as “the whale” had 
taken huge risks that were roil¬ 
ing the markets. Dimon imme¬ 
diately dismissed the reports as 
a “tempest in a teapot” during 
a conference call with analysts. 

But Dimon acknowledged the 
losses a month later. And he told 
a separate Senate committee in 


June that the bank showed “bad 
judgment,” was “stupid” and 
“took far too much risk.” 

The hearing featured testi¬ 
mony from Braunstein and Ina 
Drew, who was the firm’s chief 
investment officer overseeing 
trading strategy at the time of 
the losses. 

Both were asked about in¬ 
formation that bank executives 
gave to federal examiners in 
April that significantly under¬ 
stated losses for the first quarter 
of 2012. The numbers they gave 
the regulators were well below 
what was known inside the bank, 
said Levin.

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Tough winter forces owls south in hunt for food

■ Minnesota 
center treats 
ailing raptors

MINNEAPOLIS - It’s been a 
tough winter for owls in 
parts of North America, 
and the evidence is turn¬ 
ing up on roadsides, at bird 
feeders and at a wildlife re¬ 
habilitation center in Min¬ 
nesota. 

The dead, injured and 
sick owls are symptoms 
of what ornithologists call 
an “irruption,” a natural, 
cyclical phenomenon that 
happens when hungry 
owls that normally winter 
in northern Canada head 
south in search of food — 
either because their nor¬ 
mal food of mice, voles 
and lemmings are in short 
supply or heavy snow cover 
makes it difficult to hunt for 
small rodents. Other irrup¬ 
tions have been reported 
recently in New England, 
as well as southern Ontario 
and Quebec, and parts of 
British Columbia. 


This year it happens to 
be northern Minnesota 
that’s seeing much of the 
action and it’s mostly tiny 
boreal owls. 

“They’re excruciatingly 
cute,” said Geoff LeBaron, 
director of the Christmas 
Bird Count program at the 
National Audubon Society. 


As the owls flock to Min¬ 
nesota, so do bird watchers. 
The prime owl habitat of 
the Sax-Zim Bog is about 45 
miles northwest of Duluth, 
and it has an annual birding 
festival in February. 

Frank Nicoletti, direc¬ 
tor of banding at the Hawk 
Ridge Bird Observatory 


in Duluth, said he’s been 
guiding owl watchers non¬ 
stop for the last couple of 
months. 

They’ve been traveling 
to northern Minnesota 
from all over for the chance 
to spot visiting boreal owls, 
which are normally tough 
to see because of their size, 


and because they don’t usu¬ 
ally come out during day¬ 
light. They also sit very still 
when they perch. 

Irruptions tend to in¬ 
volve young owls because 
older owls are more expe¬ 
rienced hunters and know 
their territories better and 
so are better at finding 
food. Younger northern 
owls also don’t know about 
dangers from humans — 
like cars — so they’re more 
likely to end up as roadkill. 
They’re often weak by the 
time they make it south, 
and some species might not 
recognize the local small 


mammals as food. 

Nicoletti picked up three 
dead boreal owls on Tues¬ 
day alone, and evidence is 
also turning up at the Rap¬ 
tor Center on the St. Paul 
campus of the University 
of Minnesota. 

It was treating about 
30 owls out of some 58 
avian patients this week. 
With the help of volun¬ 
teers to hold the birds still, 
veterinary technicians 
on Wednesday checked 
the wings, ears, eyes and 
weights of sick and injured 
owls as they tried to nurse 
them back to health. 


Distracted driving seen as more 
of problem in U.S. than in Europe

WASHINGTON - Distracted 
driving is more wide¬ 
spread in the U.S. than 
in Europe, according to a 
study released Thursday 
that surveyed drivers about 
their cellphone and texting 
habits. 

More U.S. drivers re¬ 
ported talking on their cell¬ 
phones behind the wheel 
than their counterparts in 
seven European countries, 
the study by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention found. Nearly 69 
percent of U.S. drivers said 
they had talked on a cell¬ 
phone while driving within 
the previous 30 days. The 
share of European drivers 
who said they chatted on 
their phones ranged from 
21 percent in the United 
Kingdom to 59 percent in 
Portugal. 


A larger share of U.S. 
drivers also reported 
reading or sending text 
or email messages while 
driving. Only Portugal’s 
drivers matched those in 
the U.S. for this distract¬ 
ing habit — 31 percent in 
both countries. Spain had 
the smallest share of driv¬ 
ers who said they texted or 
emailed, at 15 percent. 

The study was based on 
online surveys of drivers 
ages 18 to 64 in the U.S., 
Belgium, France, Germany, 
the Netherlands, Portu¬ 
gal, Spain, and the United 
Kingdom in 2011. 

Researchers offered no 
explanation for why the 
use of distracting mobile 
devices is more common 
in the U.S. than other 
countries. Mobile de¬ 
vice markets in the U.S. 
and Europe are similarly 
saturated, making it un¬ 
likely that the findings 


are attributable to differ¬ 
ing portions of the popula¬ 
tion owning devices in the 
countries, the study said. 

It’s also unlikely that dif¬ 
ferences in local laws can 
fully explain why more 
U.S. drivers than European 
drivers say they use their 
phones, the study said. 
Nearly all European coun¬ 
tries banned hand-held 
cellphone use by drivers, 
yet there was a large varia¬ 
tion in the share of drivers 
reporting the use of cell¬ 
phones in the seven EU 
countries surveyed. 

“We can’t really say 
why a greater percent¬ 
age of drivers in the U.S. 
appear to be engaging in 
these behaviors. We really 
don’t know,” the study’s au¬ 
thor, CDC epidemiologist 
Rebecca Naumann, said. 
“We certainly know it’s an 
area that deserves more 
research.”

and 30-hour OSHA train¬ 
ing classes next month 
that are needed by area 
industries. 

While OSHA classes 
are provided in a variety 
of locations, “$695 was the 
lowest I could find,” Red¬ 
ding said. The consortium, 
though, will offer the 10- 
hour class for $300 and the 
30-hour class for $500. 

“This way, it’s here, 
it’s local (and) you can 
go home at night,” she 
said during a Henderson 
Chamber of Commerce 
Brown Bag series presen¬ 
tation last week. 

A variety of employers 
could benefit from a class 
that will be offered this 
Tuesday to help adjust to 
the class of cultures and 
values when multiple gen¬ 
erations — Baby boomers, 
GenXers and Millenni¬ 
al — are part of a single 
workforce, Redding said. 

And business owners 
can learn how to use so¬ 
cial media tools to pro¬ 
mote their small business 
through social media tools 
such as Facebook, Pinter- 
est and Hootsuite. “It’s not 
just a social thing,” Red¬ 
ding said. 

Two social media busi¬ 
ness classes will be offered 
at United Community

12 times last year.” 

“You’ve got to get across 
to them that missing once 
a month is not great,” Hen¬ 
derson Chamber President 
Brad Schneider said.

GOP senator shifts on gay marriage

WASHINGTON - A Republican sena¬ 
tor’s embrace of gay marriage is the 
latest sign of soul-searching in a 
party struggling to adapt in a society 
whose demographics — and views 
on emotional issues — are chang¬ 
ing fast. 

Gay marriage still divides the 
party, with the conservative wing 
strongly opposed. But an increas¬ 
ing number of Republicans, now in¬ 
cluding Sen. Rob Portman of Ohio, 
are reversing course. Many others 
simply downplay the subject. 

With the issue of immigration also 
shifting rapidly under Republicans’ 
feet, they seem increasingly focused 
— and united — on one overarching 
goal: keeping income taxes from ris¬ 
ing. Their solidarity on that issue is 
hindering President Barack Obama’s 
efforts to make higher tax revenue 
part of a compromise approach to 
deficit spending and expensive 


social programs. 

These trends raise the possibility 
that the GOP — reeling after losing 
the popular vote in five of the last six 
presidential elections — will lessen 
its identity with hot-button social is¬ 
sues and sharpen its emphasis on tax 
and spending matters. 

Portman announced Friday that 
he now supports gay marriage, link¬ 
ing his stand to learning that one of 
his sons is gay. 

A former U.S. trade representative 
and White House budget chief, Port- 
man is seen as one of the party’s most 
knowledgeable and effective leaders. 
Mitt Romney considered him to be 
his running mate last year. Portman 
says he told Romney of his son Will’s 
sexuality but does not believe it af¬ 
fected Romney’s decision. 

As a U.S. House member in 1996, 
Portman supported the Defense of 
Marriage Act, or DOMA. It defines 
marriage as between a man and a 
woman and bars federal recognition 


of same-sex marriage. 

Portman’s reversal makes him the 
only Senate Republican to openly 
back gay marriage. 

“I have come to believe that if two 
people are prepared to make a life¬ 
time commitment to love and care 
for each other in good times and in 
bad, the government shouldn’t deny 
them the opportunity to get mar¬ 
ried,” Portman wrote in an op-ed 
article in The Columbus Dispatch. 

He said he had talked to his pastor 
and others, including Senate Minor¬ 
ity Leader Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
who opposes gay marriage, and to 
former Vice President Dick Cheney, 
who supports it. 

Cheney, whose younger daughter 
is a lesbian, became arguably the 
best-known Republican to embrace 
gay marriage with his announce¬ 
ment in June 2009. 

Portman said his previous views 
on marriage were rooted in his 
Methodist faith.

Kobe’s right, 
and NBA 
should’ve 
done more 

ATLANTA - Kobe Bryant 
has had plenty of calls go 
his way during 16 years 
in the NBA, so it would 
be easy to dismiss his 
complaints in the ongo¬ 
ing debate about how he 
sprained his ankle. 

That would be a gross 
injustice. 

Dohntay Jones’ play 
wasn’t just dangerous, it 
was downright dirty. 

The Los Angeles Lak¬ 
ers all-star actually didn’t 
go far enough in griping 
about the play in Atlanta 
that left him with the 
worst sprained ankle of 
his career. The NBA also 
came up short in its re¬ 
sponse, merely putting out 
a statement on its Web site 
that acknowledged a foul 
should have been called 
on the Hawks player, but 
nothing more. Not even so 
much as a fine. 

The league strangely 
failed to crack down on 
a very point it’s been em¬ 
phasizing in recent years: 
When a player goes up, he 
must get a chance to come 
down. 

Going forward, the NBA 
needs to do a better job 
defending Bryant, LeB- 
ron James and other high- 
profile players, because 
they’re the very reason we 
watch this game. 

At the very least, Jones 
should’ve taken a hit in 
the wallet. A suspen¬ 
sion of one or two games 
wouldn’t have been all that 
farfetched, either. 

There’s no way a jour¬ 
neyman who’s on his sixth 
NBA team and stays in the 
league largely because of 
his defensive prowess 
should get away with a 
shady move that could 
potentially have such pro¬ 
found impact on the post¬ 
season. Come to think of 
it, no one should. 

Bryant never got the 
chance to come down. 

“That’s a very, very dan¬ 
gerous play,” he said. “Es¬ 
pecially if I’m fading away, 
there’s no rhyme or reason 
why I should come down 
on somebody’s foot.” 

Exactly. 

While Bryant was re¬ 
ceiving around-the-clock 
treatment in hopes of com¬ 
ing back ASAP (perhaps 
as soon as Friday night’s 
game at Indiana), it’s too 
early to tell if he’ll be the 
same player he was be¬ 
fore Wednesday’s contest 
against the Hawks. You 
know, the guy who had 
literally taken an under¬ 
achieving Lakers team on 
his back and hoisted them 
to the final playoff spot in 
the Western Conference. 

With the 34-year-old 
Bryant playing like he did 
a decade ago and Dwight 
Howard starting to get 
healthy for the first time 
all season, Los Angeles 
had a lethal 1-2 punch and a 
chance to move up another 
spot or two in the standings. 
Certainly, they had the look 
of an extremely dangerous 
team for whoever they drew 
in the opening round of the 
playoffs. 

Now, who knows? 
Sprained ankles are a 
tricky thing. If Bryant 
comes back too soon, he’ll 
risk getting hurt again, 
perhaps even more seri¬ 
ously than before. If he 
doesn’t, or can’t play at 
the same level, the Lakers 
could miss the playoffs — 
and the NBA would have 
two of its biggest stars sit¬ 
ting at home. 

All because Jones 
wound up underneath Bry¬ 
ant while defending a fade¬ 
away jumper that could’ve 
tied the game with 3 sec¬ 
onds remaining. The ball 
slid off the side of the rim 
and Bryant’s left foot came 
down on Jones’ right foot, 
twisting awkwardly. Kobe 
crumpled to the court, the 
Hawks got the rebound 
and Kyle Korver made 
two free throws to clinch 
a 96-92 victory that could 
have a huge impact on both 
teams’ seasons.

New pope’s views bind simplicity with ‘complexity’

VATICAN CITY -At gather¬ 
ings of Latin American 
bishops, then-Cardinal 
Jorge Bergoglio was of¬ 
ten a star speaker about 
economic inequities in a 
profit-driven world. He 
also has used the forums to 
warn fellow church lead¬ 
ers about drifting from 
core Catholic values and 
teachings. 

The twin messages are 
now expected to frame the 
beginning of the papacy of 
Pope Francis: Reinforcing 
the Vatican’s views on is¬ 
sues such as birth control 
and women’s ordination 
that will disappoint re¬ 
form-minded followers, 
yet showing an activist 
streak that could hearten 
others pushing for greater 
attention to problems that 
include poverty and inter¬ 
national debt. 

These broad ideological 
strokes — drawn clearly 
over decades in the Argen¬ 
tine church — will likely 
be accompanied by grow¬ 
ing nuances and initiatives 
demanded by the modern 
papacy that requires dip¬ 
lomatic skill, managerial 
acumen and a degree of 
pastoral flair. 

His emphasis on clerical 
simplicity and populism, 
including efforts to keep 
divorced Catholics and 
unmarried mothers in the 
church’s fold, could raise 
alarms among staunch 
conservatives about a 
reorientation of Vatican 
priorities after eight years 
of strict guidance under 
Benedict XVI, who spent 
most of his Vatican career 
as the main doctrinal en¬ 
forcer. 

Through lesser-known 
gestures and comments 
in the past, the first Latin 
American pontiff also 
has shown an inclination 
to expand interfaith out¬ 
reach to Islam and Juda¬ 
ism, and efforts to further 
close the nearly 1,000-year 
estrangement with the 
Orthodox churches. The 
pope’s historical name¬ 
sake, St. Francis of Assisi, 
is described in church 
lore as walking unarmed 
to meet an Islamic ruler 
during the 13th century 
Crusades in a gesture of 
respect and shared hu¬ 
manity. 

In his first Mass on 
Thursday as pope, Fran¬ 
cis reinforced his pasto¬ 
ral priorities and service 
during a brief homily in 
the Sistine Chapel that 
was simple and inclusive, 
calling on all Catholics to 
help “build” the church 
and “walk” with the faith. 
Without such collective 
spirit, he said the under¬ 
pinnings grow weak. 

“What happens when 
children build sand castles 
on the beach?” he told the 
congregation that included 
the cardinals who elected 
him. “It all comes down.” 

The pope then showed 
a sterner side by citing the 
words of French writer 
Leon Bloy, an agnostic who 
experienced a strong reli¬ 
gious conversion before 
his death in 1917: “He who 
doesn’t pray to the Lord 
prays to the devil.” 

“To focus on the new 
pope only as a traditional¬ 
ist is wrong, as is only to 
focus on him as a champi¬ 
on for economic justice,” 
said Ambrogio Piazzoni, 
a church historian and 
vice-prefect of the Vati¬ 
can library. “He is both 
and much more. This will 
be a papacy of complexity.” 

A Vatican spokesman, 
the Rev. Thomas Rosica, 
described the initial peri¬ 
od of any papacy as “days 
of surprise.” 

But core elements of 
Pope Francis’ pontificate 
are already informed by 
his Jesuit order. Its nearly 
500-year history has been 
marked by hostility from 
the Vatican over perceived 
disobedience and indepen¬ 
dent-minded theological 
interpretations, although 
in recent decades, there 
has been a growing sense 
of cooperation and com¬ 
mon purpose. 

The Jesuit ethos is built 
strongly around academic 


rigor and missionary ser¬ 
vice — and since the 1960s 
an association with so- 
called liberation theology, 
a Latin American-inspired 
view that Jesus’ teachings 
imbue followers with a 
duty to fight for social and 
economic justice. 

Francis has disavowed 


liberation theology as a 
misguided strain of Cath¬ 
olic tenets. But that does 
not mean he also rejects 
the ultimate goal. His ad¬ 
dresses and homilies often 
circle back to the need for 
the church to rivet its at¬ 
tention on issues of eco¬ 
nomic failings, including 


the growing divides be¬ 
tween the comfortable and 
needy, and the pressures 
of Western-style capital¬ 
ism. 

Such views are likely to 
play an increasingly high 
profile in Vatican affairs 
— and win praise from 
some liberal factions in 
the church — in contrast 
to Benedict, who spoke 
about issues of poverty 
but without Francis’ cred¬ 
ibility and direct links to 
grass roots church initia¬ 
tives. 

At a meeting of Latin 
American bishops in 2007, 
the future pope called on 
the church to purge the 
“social sin” of chronic 
poverty and economic in¬ 
equality. 

Irish Cardinal Sean 
Brady, who is among the 
church leaders alleged to 


have covered up sex abuse 
scandals, called the selec¬ 
tion of the Buenos Aires 
archbishop a “historic 
decision in a number of 
ways.” It acknowledges 
the church’s demographic 
shifts in which nearly 40 
percent of Catholics live in 
Latin America, and it also 
picks a Jesuit for the first 
time. 

Jesuits “are renowned 
for their teaching, servants 
of the pope, but also for the 
witness, certainly in our 
country, to the need to wit¬ 
ness to the poor and caring 
for the weak and speaking 
for justice,” Brady told re¬ 
porters in Rome. 

These are the kind of 
interpretations that could 
make Pope Francis a figure 
of both admiration and 
consternation. 

There is no doubt 


about Francis’ traditional 
groundings. He has spoken 
out resolutely in support 
of central Catholic tenets, 
echoing the words of Pope 
John Paul II to call abor¬ 
tion and contraception 
part of a “culture of death,” 
and showing no public tol¬ 
erance for homosexuality. 
In fights against plans in 
Argentina to legalize 
same-sex marriages, he 
described such unions as 
“a scheme to destroy God’s 
plan.” 

But fellow church con¬ 
servatives will have to 
readjust — with varying 
degrees of comfort — to 
his emphasis on hands-on, 
missionary-style outreach. 

For some, it is a welcome 
return to the pastoral vigor 
of John Paul II for a church 
battered by abuse scandals 
and internal discord.

‘The nones’ 

■ Author sparks debate on rise 
of ‘religiously unaffiliated’

Like many computer 
pros whose lives revolve 
around the Internet, 
Marc Yoder eventu¬ 
ally created a weblog in 
which to share his views 
on life, technology, faith 
and other cultural issues 
that happened to cross 
his path. 

His “Marc5Solas” site 
— the musings of a self- 
proclaimed “nobody 
from nowhere” — drew 
a quiet hundred readers 
a week. 

Then the 42-year-old 
Yoder wrote his “Top 10 
Reasons our Kids Leave 
Church” post, based on 
dozens of face-to-face 
conversations with col¬ 
lege students and twen¬ 
ty-something agnostics 
and atheists in San An¬ 
tonio. 

He offered them coffee, 
the occasional lunch and 
a chance to vent. They 
did just that. 

“We all know them, the 
kids who were raised in 
church. They were stars 
of the youth group. They 
maybe even sang in the 
praise band or led wor¬ 
ship,” noted Yoder. 

Then they vanish. 
About 70 percent slip 
away between high 
school, college and the 
office, according to re¬ 
searchers. How many 
return? 

“Half. Let that sink in,” 
noted Yoder. “There’s no 
easy way to say this: The 
American Evangelical 
church has lost, is losing 
and will almost certain¬ 
ly continue to lose our 
youth.” 

Before he knew it, 


500,000-plus people had 
visited the website and 
his manifesto was viral 
on Twitter and other so¬ 
cial-media platforms. 

Then the agonized 
digital epistles began 
arriving. Some readers 
started looking for the 
man behind the brash, 
semi-anonymous post. 

“There was lots of 
church-bashing, but I ex¬ 
pected that,” said Yoder, 
reached by telephone. 
What hit him hard were 
the “worried voices” of 
“people concerned that 
something fundamental 
had gone wrong in mod¬ 
ern churches and they 
couldn’t put their finger 
on what that something 
was,” he said. 

What Yoder had 
done was tap into one 
of 2012’s big cultural 
trends, which was the 
rise of the “religiously 
unafhliated” — the so- 
called “nones.” The key 
numbers emerged from 
research backed by the 
Pew Forum on Religious 
& Public Life and the PBS 
program “Religion & Eth¬ 
ics NewsWeekly.” 

The study’s findings 
have loomed over a va¬ 
riety of news events in 
recent months, from de¬ 
bates about gay marriage 
to the challenges facing a 
new pope. 

The key facts: One- 
fifth of the U.S. public 
— and a third of adults 
under 30 — are now reli¬ 
giously unafhliated. The 
ranks of the unafhliated 
have risen, in only hve 
years, from about 15 per¬ 
cent of American adults 
to nearly 20 percent. This 
trend appears to be accel¬ 
erating.

Brominated vegetable oil in Gatorade? 


■ Previously unnoticed 
ingredients in food are 
coming under scrutiny

SAN FRANCISCO - When 
PepsiCo Inc. announced 
it would stop putting an 
obscure vegetable oil in 
its Gatorade right before 
the Super Bowl, one of the 
loudest cheers came from 
a high school student who 
had made it her mission to 
get rid of the ingredient. 

“I was like, ‘Whoa,’” 
said Sarah Kavanagh, a 
16-year-old from Hatties¬ 
burg, Miss., who wanted to 
know how an oil that con¬ 
tains a chemical also found 
in flame retardants got into 
her favorite sports drink. 
After she posted a petition 
on Change.org asking Pep¬ 
si to remove it, more than 
200,000 people signed. 

“I just wanted to make 
sure it was something that 

I could drink,” said the teen. 

From oil in Gatorade to 
the amount of caffeine and 
other stimulants in energy 
drinks and the so-called 
“pink slime” found in beef, 
previously unnoticed in¬ 
gredients are coming un¬ 
der scrutiny as health-con¬ 
scious consumers demand 
more information about 
what they eat and drink, 
and sometimes go public 
via social networking and 
the Internet. 

So how does some of this 
stuff get into our food? 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration reviews and 
approves most additives 
to food or drinks before 
they hit the marketplace. 
But others can bypass that 
process if they are deemed 
“generally recognized as 
safe” by the government 
or food companies and the 
experts they hire. 

Take the story of Gato¬ 
rade. 

Developed in 1965 at the 


University of Florida to help 
football players keep hy¬ 
drated in the heat, Gatorade 
was an immediate hit. By 
1969, a private company ac¬ 
quired rights to market the 
drink and started adding 
brominated vegetable oil to 
distribute flavor evenly in a 
new orange version. 

In those days, the oil 
was included in a list of ad¬ 
ditives, preservatives and 
chemicals that the govern¬ 
ment calls “generally recog¬ 
nized as safe.” The “GRAS” 
designation took root more 
than a half-century ago as 
a way to help the processed 
food industry avoid lengthy 
reviews for ingredients that 
were considered, by quali¬ 
fied experts, to be safe un¬ 
der conditions of intended 
use. 

Then, the list included in¬ 
gredients such as vitamin A 
and citric acid — about 180 
in all. 

Today, as food scientists 
create more and more new 
ingredients to add health 
benefits or help food stay 
fresh, there are at least 4,650 
of these “generally recog¬ 
nized as safe” ingredients, 
according to the nonparti¬ 
san Pew Charitable Trusts. 
The bulk of them, at least 
3,000, were determined 
GRAS by food manufac¬ 
turers or trade associations, 
and their expert scientists. 

But no one knows exactly 
how many “GRAS” ingredi¬ 
ents are in products because 
manufacturers are not re¬ 
quired to notify the FDA 
before adding them. 

BVO was on the “safe” 
list when Stokely-Van Camp 
Inc. developed orange- 
flavored Gatorade in 1969. 
The FDA notes that BVO 
contains far less bromine 
than flame retardants and 
is considered safe for use 
in limited quantities in 


fruit-flavored drinks. It is 
used to emulsify citrus oil 
in fruit-flavored beverages 
including Mountain Dew, 
Fanta and Powerade. 

The ingredient, which 
is banned as an additive 
in Japan and the European 
Union, will remain in or¬ 
ange Gatorade through this 
spring, said spokeswoman 
Molly Carter of PepsiCo, 
which now owns Gatorade. 
She added that the decision 
to drop it was sparked by 
consumer rumblings over 
the past year, not Kava- 
nagh’s petition specifically. 

“While our products are 


safe, we are making this 
change because we know 
that some consumers have a 
negative perception of BVO 
in Gatorade,” Carter said in 
a statement. 

In 1958, Congress amend¬ 
ed the Federal Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act to estab¬ 
lish the “generally recog¬ 
nized as safe” exemption. 
In the following years, 
FDA added ingredients to 
its “safe” list after review¬ 
ing the supporting science. 
However, that proved a 
time-consuming process, 
so in 1997 FDA changed its 
procedures to allow food 


companies to voluntarily 
notify the agency of ingre¬ 
dients they consider safe 
by submitting published 
research and expert opin¬ 
ion. Not all do. But since 
1997, the FDA has received 
451 such notifications, and 
the agency disagreed with 
the science in 17 cases. 

Industry associations 
say the process saves the 
government money and 
supports innovation by re¬ 
ducing red tape. Represen¬ 
tatives also say manufactur¬ 
ers have every incentive to 
make their products safe. 

However, even if the FDA 
disagrees with the support¬ 
ing science, current law 
provides no clear recourse 
to stop companies from 
adding these GRAS ingre¬ 
dients to food products. 

That was the case with a 
hemp seed ingredient that 
biologist Vyacheslav Dush- 
enkov notified FDA about in 
1999, when he worked for a 
now-defunct company that 
wanted to sell hempseed oil 
and powder. 

The FDA rejected his sci¬ 
entific work in 2000, saying 
Dushenkov’s anecdotal and 
historical examples of the 
medicinal use of hemp did 


not prove it was safe for use 
in food, but Los Angeles- 
based Chronic Ice Tea now 
cites Dushenkov’s research 
in a blog advertising drinks 
made with hempseed pow¬ 
der. 

“We were just quoting 
it to bring awareness to all 
the scientific work that has 
already gone on around 
hemp safety,” said Michael 
Stweart, the company’s 
chief operating officer who 
says hempseed ingredients 
have health benefits similar 
to those of fish oil. 

If FDA suspects an ingre¬ 
dient deemed “safe” is ac¬ 
tually harmful, the govern¬ 
ment can take action after a 
product hits the market, but 
it does not track how often 
that has happened. In one 
case, in 2010, the agency is¬ 
sued warning letters to four 
makers of popular caffein- 
ated alcoholic drinks, de¬ 
claring caffeine unsafe in 
alcoholic beverages. Under 
threat of product seizure, 
the companies stopped 
making the drinks. 

Consumers may also 
petition the FDA to take 
an ingredient off the “safe” 
list, although a report by 
the Government Account¬ 
ability Office found those 
requests can take years 
Carl Keen holds the chair 
in developmental nutrition 
at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Davis — a position 
funded by Mars, Inc. As 
such, Keen develops new 
ingredients for the candy 
giant, and his research has 
found that certain nutrients 
in cocoa powder can lower 
heart disease risk. 

He and other food scien¬ 
tists said the GRAS process 
is an efficient way to get 
beneficial new additives to 
consumers and that compa¬ 
nies apply the highest safety 
standards. 

“You’ll have the average 
consumer say industry re¬ 
search taints the system,” 
he said. “But if you ask them 
should the federal govern¬ 
ment be vetting research on 
the health benefits of choco¬ 
late and cocoa, they’ll prob¬ 
ably say no.” 


$917M in unclaimed tax refunds to expire April 15

WASHINGTON - If you didn’t bother 
filing a federal tax return for 2009, it 
might be a good time to rethink your 
tax strategy. 

The Internal Revenue Service says 
it has $917 million in unclaimed tax 
refunds from 2009, and time is run¬ 
ning out to claim them. 

The refunds are owed to nearly 
1 million people who failed to file 
returns for 2009. Taxpayers must 
file their 2009 returns by April 15 to 
claim their refunds. If taxpayers don’t 
file returns, the law says they have a 
three-year window to claim refunds. 
After that, the money becomes prop¬ 
erty of the U.S. Treasury.

The IRS says there is no penalty for 
filing a late return that qualifies for a 
refund. But the agency says refunds 
may be delayed if taxpayers also 
failed to file returns for 2010 and 2011. 

The government can also withhold 
tax refunds to settle unpaid federal 
and state taxes, as well as unpaid 
child support and past due student 
loans. 

People in every state and the 
District of Columbia are owed re¬ 
funds, including 100,700 people in 


California and 86,000 people in Tex¬ 
as, the IRS said. Most of the refunds 
exceed $500. 

Some people may not have filed tax 
returns because they made too little 
money and weren’t required to file, 
the IRS said. However, if they had fed¬ 
eral income taxes withheld from their 
pay, those people may be entitled to 
refunds. 

Also, many low- and middle-in¬ 
come people who didn’t file returns 
may be missing out on the Earned In¬ 
come Tax Credit. In 2009, a married 
couple with three or more children 
could earn up to $48,279 and qualify 
for the credit. Income thresholds are 
lower for couples and single filers 
with fewer children.
